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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner finds that Applicant's amendments do 
not overcome the 35 (JSC 101 rejections. Lacking these amendments, the claims are non-statutory because they recite an algorithm that 
is neither (1) tied to a machine or (2) transformative of some composition of matter or device. (See the Supreme Court decision Parker v. 
Flook, 437 U.S. 584 (1978). See also In re Comiskey (Fed. Cir. 2007), available at http://www.cafc.uscourts.gov/opinions/06-1286.pdf. 
Examiner finds that amending the claims to recite "computer-implemented" and "simulation" still pre-empts all practical applications of the 
claimed mathematics on a computer. 

The Examiner disagrees with Applicant's arguement in the After-Final amendment that "Applicant's claims are not drawn to calculating a 
mathematical formula or storing a mathematical formula. Applicant's claims are drawn to simulation." Examiner notes that the claims are 
directed to simulating "a system." Almost anything with two or more components can be called a "system." Therefore, the Examiner finds 
that the amended claims still pre-empt all practical applications of the claimed mathematics on a computer. . 
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
